The answers to the 63 ques.
tions in the test. were supplied
by ' Dr. J. Henrich Hull, super-
intendent of the Torrahce Uni-
fied School District, and mem-
bers of the administrative staff
and the various principals.

Among the questions which
the: school ‘officials had to an-
gwer “No” and the explanations
for ‘a negative answer were
these:

Perhaps the 'lower percentage
of parents attending PTA meet-
ings here. than in other  com:
munities may be due to the
program. of parent-teacher con:
ferences followed in the Tor-
rance school system. Many par-
énts, 'it is felt, obtain the in-
formation through parentteach
cr ‘conferences where heretofore
such information concerning tueir
child and teaching procedures
wa s, obtainable only through
PTA meetings. 4

Not EVERY student has the
advantage of a parent.teacher
conferenct—espocially in high
gchool. - Parents of high school
students do not respond to no-
tices of conferences as well as
those pargnts of elementary stu-
dents, where the response to
some notices of conferences has
been as high, as 100 per cent.

Fewer teachers in  Torrance
have master's degiees because
of the youngness of the district.
When the district has been or-
ganized a number of years,
many of the present staff of
teachers will have acquired
higher degrees. PR

CRAMPED QUARTERS

The district could not answer
“Yes" to a 40-minute rest per-
fod for elementary teachers—
a condition brought about by
a shortage of good teachers, lim-
ited  space, 'and heavy enroll-
ment in the lower grades.

Although part-time work is
not used to supplement high
schoal vocational training at the
present .time, the district is
sounding out'local industry with
the plan in mind of expanding
the program in the future.

No remedial reading specialist
is retained by the district. The
board has found that when read.
ing difficulties are discoveted,
other difficulties — usually psy-
chological in nature, also are
found, The district attempts to
attack the problem on. this level
and help, the student in other
flelds of learning as well as in
reading.

TEACHER'S DUTY

Although no person.is specl-
fically responsible fer a guid-
ance program in the lower grade
levels, the elementary schools
are not entirely without a guid-
ance program, Bach teacher, be-
lieved to. be the person closest
to the student and therefore in
the best position to 'understand
the pupil's problems, is held re-
sponsible for the guidance of
the children in the ‘prehigh
school grades.
